Our  Blueberries  are  far  superior  to  the  wild 
Blueberry  or  Huckleberry.  These  Blueberries 
grow  in  large  clusters  of  the  most  beautiful 
blue  color,  plump,  tender  and  practically  seed¬ 
less.  The  flavor  of  these  cultivated  Blueberries 
is  simply  delicious.  Bushes  will  grow  to  the 
height  of  8  feet.  The  plant  itself  is  very  orna¬ 
mental.  During  the  summer  the  foliage  is  deep 
satiny  green,  and  against  this  background  hang 
clusters  of  berries  royal  in  their  magnificence. 
During  autumn  the  leaves  turn  bronze,  and 
during  the  winter  months  the  twigs  are  red. 
Buds  are  pink  and  open  to  white,  bell-shaped 
flowers.  Two  plants  should  be  set  out  to  insure 
cross  pollenation,  so  we  would  not  advise  to  set 
just  one  plant.  We  are  offering  2-year  plants 
that  will  start  to  bear  the  second  year.  Blueberries  like 
these  sell  for  55c  and  70c  per  quart  on  retail  markets. 

Blueberries  prefer  an  acid  soil  containing  an  abund¬ 
ance  of  peat  or  other  partially  rotted  vegetable  matter. 
They  also  need  a  moderate  supply  of  moisture  and  good 
drainage.  If  your  soil  is  not  already  acid  this  condition 
may  be  created  easily  by  mixing  with  the  surface  soil 
a  liberal  quantity  of  peaty  material  such  as  acid  peat, 
partially  rotted  leaves,  pine  needles,  sawdust  or  chip 
dirt  from  an  old  wood  pile.  A  surface  mulch  of  leaves 
or  straw  each  year  is  also  beneficial  to  hold  an  even 
soil  moisture.  Acid  phosphate  at  the  rate  of  300  lbs. 
per  acre  will  help  make  soil  acid.  Write  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  Washington  D.  C.,  for 
bulletin  on  growing  Cultivated  Blueberries.

A  few  years  ago,  before  automobiles  were  all  good,  I  often  said  I  wished 
I  could  have  a  car  with  all  the  good  points  of  all  the  makes  in  one  car — then

months.  The  plants  will  start  to  bear  fruit  in  60  to  90  days  after  setting.  Wayzata  adapts 
itself  to  the  widest  range  of  soils  of  any  variety.  It  does  excellently  in  a  heavy  clay  soil,  has 
given  fine  results  in  muck  bottom  lands,  and,  of  course,  never  fails  on  sandy  and  sandy  loam 
soils.  Will  even  give  satisfactory  results  in  the  lightest  of  yellow  sand,  with  a  little  fertilizer 
added  to  the  soil  before  setting.  It  is  hardy  and  tough.  Has  stood  40  degrees  below  zero  with¬ 
out  injury.  It  seems  that  diseases  and  insects  just  do  not  like  the  Wayzata  plants.  Their  dark 
green,  leather-like  leaves  are  very  rarely  attacked  by  any  of  the  common  strawberry  diseases 
or  enemies. 

In  drought-resisting,  Wayzata  does  as  well  as  Senator  Dunlap.  Wayzata  makes  very  few 
runner  plants,  but  makes  stools  of  suckers  that  will  also  bear  fruit.  It  is  too  busy  making  fruit 
buds  and  new  stools.  I  have  counted  over  20  fruit  stems  on  a  single  plant,  and  still  more  were 
coming  out.  The  plant  will  be  just  loaded  with  ripe  berries,  green  berries,  blossoms  and  buds. 
This  is  continuous  from  July  to  winter.  The  very  reason  that  Wayzata  plants  are  listed  higher 
than  other  varieties  of  Strawberries  is  that  even  with  our  scientific  method  of  growing 
Wayzata  for  plants  only,  we  have  difficulty  growing  enough  plants  to  supply  the  demand.

Notice  the  picture  of  the  two  strawberry  plants.  This  is  something  new. 
This  year  we  are  listing  Wayzata  Strawberry  clumps.  The  smaller  plant  to 
the  left  is  a  one-year-old  runner  plant,  and  the  large  one  is  a  Wayzata 
clump.  This  clump  is  over  ten  times  as  large  as  the  one-year-old  plant.  In 
April,  1936,  this  plant  was  only  as  large  as  the  one-year  plant;  in  six 
months  it  grew  to  the  size  that  it  is.  The  rule  between  them  is  an  1  8-inch 
rule,  and  this  will  give  you  some  idea  as  to  the  size.  This  clump  plant  could 
be  divided  into  6  or  8  plants,  and  every  one  of  them  would  do  just  as  well  as 
the  one-year-old  plant  at  the  left,  but  by  carefully  planting  this  clump  in 
your  garden  just  as  it  is,  by  the  middle  of  the  summer  you  could  have  a 
single  Wayzata  plant  as  large  as  a  bushel  basket,  and  loaded  with  great 
quantities  of  rich  red  berries. 

Twenty-five  clumps  should  furnish  enough  berries  for  an  average  family. 
This  very  clump  plant,  before  it  was  dug  up  to  make  this  photograph,  was 
fourteen  inches  in  diameter.  These  Wayzata  plants  were  grown  on  rich, 
new  ground — note  the  particle  of  rotted  wood  fibers  still  attached  to  the 
roots.  These  CLUMP  plants  are  mother  plants  that  failed  to  send  out  run¬ 
ner  plants  and  instead  sent  out  stool  plants  all  around  the  mother  plant. 
These  clump  plants  will  give  marvelous  results  with  ordinary  good  care 
when  set  in  your  garden.  They  are  much  easier  to  start  than  the  runner 
plants,  because  you  have  more  to  start  with.  They  should  be  planted  like 
you  would  a  tree.  The  roots  are  long  and  plenty  of  them.  Spread  the  roots 
out  all  over  the  shallow  hole.  DO  NOT  SET  TOO  DEEP  and  tramp  the  soil 
firmly  around  the  plant.  Keep  all  the  buds  and  blossoms  off  the  plants  for 
the  first  five  or  six  weeks.  This  will  give  the  plants  a  good  start,  and  then 
let  them  blossom  all  they  want.  You  will  have  berries  within  three  weeks 
after  they  start  to  bloom. 

We  have  only  a  limited  amount  of  these  clump  plants  this  year  to  offer, 
so  get  your  order  in  early  and  be  sure  to  be  in  on  this  new  way  of  growing 
more  Strawberries  from  a  single  plant.  Our  price  is  reasonable  on  these 
clumps  when  you  consider  that  you  get  several  plants  in  one  when  you  get 
Wayzata  clumps.  DO  NOT  SET  CLUMPS  ANY  DEEPER  THAN  EVEN 
WITH  THE  CROWN.  It  is  always  better  to  set  any  Strawberry  plant  too 
shallow  than  too  deep.  If  set  too  deep  the  crown  will  rot  out,  and,  of 
course,  the  plant  will  not  do  anything.  The  South  Michigan  Nursery  is  the 
originator  of  the  WAYZATA  CLUMPS.

Fitting  the  Soil  for  Strawberries 

Soil  for  setting  fruit  plants  should  be  plowed  deeply  and 
harrowed  until  it  is  loose  and  level.  We  like  fall  plowing 
as  it  allows  the  soil  to  settle  and  vegetable  matter  to 
decay.  Spring  plowing  is  all  right,  but  fall  plowing  is 
better  where  possible.  Begin  plowing  as  late  in  the  fall  as 
possible  before  the  ground  freezes.  This  late  plowing  is 
beneficial  because  the  soil  lays  loose  and  open,  frost  acts 
upon  it  more  readily,  and  leaves  it  in  condition  to  absorb 
more  moisture  in  the  spring  to  furnish  a  supply  during  the 
summer.  The  frost  can  then  kill  a  great  many  insects 
that  live  over  winter  in  the  soil — white  grubs  in  sod  land, 
for  example.  As  early  in  the  spring  as  the  soil  will  work 
up  mellow,  the  land  should  be  thoroughly  harrowed,  fol¬ 
lowed  immediately  with  a  heavy  roller  or  plank  drag.  The 
soil  should  be  firm  for  planting — this  preserves  moisture. 

You  can  mark  out  your  ground  with  the  same  kind  of 
marker  used  for  other  rowed  crops.  One  marking  three  or 
four  rows  at  once  is  a  time  saver. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT.  The  earlier  in  the  spring  the  better 
— as  soon  as  you  can  prepare  the  land,  so  the  spring  rains 
will  give  your  plants  a  good  start.  Plants  should  be 
shipped  and  set  before  they  start  to  grow  much,  while 
the  plant  still  has  all  its  vitality.  It  is  to  your  interest  to 
set  your  plants  as  early  as  possible. 

Many  prefer  to  set  plants  in  the  fall,  and  to  accom¬ 
modate  them  we  make  some  shipments  after  October  1st 
to  10th.  Plants  are  fully  rooted  then  and  will  become  well 
established  before  cold  weather,  going  through  the  winter 
in  good  shape. 

CARE  OF  PLANTS  WHEN  RECEIVED.  If  the  ground  is 
not  ready  when  the  plants  reach  you,  an  easy  way  to  keep 
their  full  vigor  for  planting  is  as  follows:  Carefully  sep¬ 
arate  the  varieties — take  each  variety,  a  bunch  at  a  time, 
cut  the  strings,  and  spread  the  plants  in  a  thin  row  along 
one  side  of  a  shallow  furrow.  Then  cover  roots  only.  They 
will  keep  in  good  condition  for  8  to  1  0  days.  When  trans¬ 
planting  to  the  field  be  careful  not  to  mix  the  varieties.

PLANTING  DISTANCE.  For  commercial  planting,  plant 
rows  3  ft.  8  in.  apart,  the  same  as  for  corn — and  putting 
the  plants  14  to  18  inches  apart  in  the  row,  about  8,000 
plants  per  acre.  By  training  plants  to  a  matted  row,  you 
get  a  good  picking  width. 

In  the  home  fruit  garden  the  rows  may  be  set  only 
three  feet  or  even  as  close  as  2  feet  with  plants  spaced 
about  the  same  as  above. 

SETTING  PLANTS.  Make  holes  with  a  spade  by  putting 
in  ground  six  to  eight  inches,  and  pull  toward  you;  then 
take  out.  If  ground  is  in  good  condition  and  soil  is  damp, 
this  should  leave  a  "V"  shaped  opening.  Hold  plants  in 
this  hole  with  hand  and  close  hole  with  one  foot,  pressing 
firmly  (with  feet)  on  both  sides  of  plant.  If  one  is  set¬ 
ting  plants  alone  a  row  of  holes  may  be  made,  then  take 
plants  and  set  that  row.  If  two  are  working  together  one 
can  make  holes  and  the  other  set  the  plants.  Great  care 
should  be  taken  to  set  the  plants  at  the  right  depth. 

Plants  should  set  the  same  depth  as  they  were  before 
being  dug,  with  the  crown  of  plant  even  with  surface  of 
ground.  This  is  important,  as  the  plants  set  too  deep  will 
be  washed  over  with  mud  and  those  set  too  shallow  will 
dry  out. 

Dip  roots  in  water  just  before  setting  if  ground  or 
plants  are  dry.  Garden  plants  may  be  trained  to  the  hill 
system  with  plants  set  about  12  inches  apart  in  the  row. 

All  runners  are  cut  off  so  that  the  original  plant  forms  the 
entire  hill.  This  system  will  produce  fewer  berries  of 
larger  size. 

CULTIVATION  AND  CARE  DURING  FIRST  SEASON. 

Cultivation  should  be  continuous  throughout  the  growing 
season  and  early  fall,  keeping  the  soil  finely  broken  up  to  prevent  loss  of  moisture,  and  at 
the  same  time  bring  it  up  to  the  surface  within  reach  of  the  plant  roots.  As  plants  grow,  give 
shallow  cultivation  so  as  not  to  disturb  root  growth. 

BLAKEMORE  (Early) 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  Recommends  It.

Grow  any  everbearing  strawberry  in  a  barrel.  50  plants  can  be  planted  in  a  common  sugar  barrel,  or 
even  an  old  potato  barrel.  Bore  2-inch  holes  in  the  side  of  the  barrel,  and  fill  barrel  with  some  good  soil. 
Then  set  the  plants  in  these  holes,  and  10  plants  can  be  set  on  top.  Keep  well  watered.  Be  sure  to  bore 
a  few  small  holes  in  the  bottom  for  drainage.

We  have  watched  our  Mastodon  fields  this  summer,  and  find  that  they  will  bear  3 
quarts  2  times  a  week.  If  it  is  cool,  they  will  not  do  quite  so  well.  It  takes  about  8000 
plants  to  set  an  acre,  so  that  makes  480  quarts  per  week  per  acre,  and  sell  for  25c  per 
quart,  making  $120.00  per  acre  per  week.

BERRY  CULTURE 

PLANTING.  Black  Raspberries  and  Purple  Raspberries  (which  are  hybrids  of  the  black  and 
red  varieties  and  in  habit  of  growth,  propagation  and  culture  are  very  similar  to  the  Black  Rasp¬ 
berry),  should  be  planted  3 V2  feet  apart  in  row,  with  rows  7  feet  apart,  requiring  about  1,725 
plants  per  acre.  We  recommend  setting  Black  Raspberries  the  same  as  Strawberries,  by  making 
holes  with  a  spade  and  following  same  method  described  for  Strawberries.  Many,  however,  prefer 
to  plow  a  straight  furrow  and  set  the  plants  against  the  land  side,  pulling  dirt  around  the  plant 
with  a  hoe  or  hook,  and  pressing  earth  firmly  (with  feet). 

CULTIVATION.  Shallow,  regular  use  of  cultivator  during  the  remainder  of  the  growing  season 
holds  moisture,  and  keeps  down  weeds.  The  second  year  plow  away  from  rows  before  growth  starts 
in  the  spring  and  clean  cut  the  rows  with

a  hoe.  Cultivate  thoroughly  during  grow¬ 
ing  season  to  keep  up  the  moisture  and  insure  a  good  crop. 
In  the  fall  plow  toward  the  row. 


RED  RASPBERRY 


BLACKBERRIES 

PLANTING.  Set  3'/2  feet  apart  in  row,  with  rows  7  feet 
apart,  about  1,725  plants  to  the  acre.  Cultivate  same  as 
Black  Raspberries. 

PRUNING.  Same  as  Red  Raspberries,  but  tips  of  canes  may 
be  cut  off  when  about  30  inches  high  to  make  a  stockier 
bush.  Good  yields  for  5  to  6  seasons. 


YOUNGBERRY  AND  DEWBERRIES 

DEWBERRY  CULTURE.  Sandy  soil  is  best  for  Dewberries. 
Plant  in  rows  6  feet  apart  with  plants  3  feet  apart  in  the 
row.  2400  plants  per  acre.  In  the  North,  train  fruiting  wood 
on  stakes  and  wire  each  spring,  trimming  out  and  thinning 
the  superfluous  wood  which  is  to  produce  fruit  the  cgming 
season.  Mulch  in  late  fall  or  winter.  In  the  South  it  is  not 
necessary  to  train  on  wire  but  th  n  out  fruiting  wood  each 
spring  and  prune  out  all  new  growth  once  a  month  until  after 
blooming  time.  Then  have  only  sufficient  new  growth  for  next 
year's  crop. 

RED  RASPBERRIES 

PLANTING.  Plants  should  be  set  about  3  feet  apart  in  the 
row,  with  rows  6  feet  apart,  requiring  2,425  plants  per  acre. 
(Method  suggested  for  setting  Black  Raspberries  is  all  right 
for  Red  Raspberries).  Plants  yield  good  crops  for  four  or 
five  seasons. 

CULTIVATION.  Same  as  for  Black  Raspberries.  Thorough 
cultivation  is  necessary  for  keeping  up  moisture  to  insure 
good  crops. 

PRUNING.  Remove  all  old  canes  at  close  of  picking  sea¬ 
son  and  thin  out  the  new  growth.  The  new  canes  are  not 
tipped  back,  but  allowed  to  grow  as  they  will.  Proper  thin¬ 
ning  and  spacing  of  new  canes  is  important.  Most  varieties 
produce  suckers  freely  from  underground  stems  and  if  all  are 
allowed  to  grow,  the  plants  become  crowded  and  the  ground 
soon  becomes  covered  with  sucker  plants.  All  suckers  and 
weak  canes  should  be  cut  out  and  if  they  are  kept  in  hills  not 
more  than  5  to  7  of  the  best  canes  should  be  left  in  each  hill 
to  produce  next  season's  crop.  They  are  most  commonly 
allowed  to  fill  in  the  spaces  between  the  original  plants, 
forming  a  solid  row  or  hedge.  Hedge-rows  should  not  be 
allowed  to  become  more  than  10  to  12  inches  wide.  All 
suckers  which  appear  outside  the  limits  of  the  row  or  hill 
should  be  destroyed  by  cultivation,  or  if  necessary,  chopped 
off  with  the  hoe.  No  pruning  back  is  necessary  in  the  spring 
unless  parts  of  the  cane  have  been  damaged  by  winter.

PLANTING.  Make  soil  mellow  by  thorough 
plowing  or  spading  at  least  1  0  to  12  inches  deep. 
This  is  important  to  give  new  roots  a  chance  to 
spread  naturally.  Use  mel'ow  top  soil  in  bottom 
of  hole  and  around  roots,  packing  very  carefully 
to  leave  no  air  spaces.  When  roots  are  barely 
covered,  put  in  enough  water  to  thoroughly 
moisten  and  settle  soil  among  roots;  then  fill 
hole  with  soil,  pressing  firmly  and  watering 
again.  Be  sure  to  set  the  tree  a  little  lower 
than  it  was  in  the  nursery  row.  Keep  soil 
loosened  during  growing  season  by  hoeing. 

Trees  on  strong  soil  should  be  slightly  farther 
apart  than  on  medium  soil.  Apple  trees  should 
be  planted  24  to  33  feet  apart;  Pear  20  to  27 
feet;  Cherry  (sweet)  20  to  27  feet;  Cherry  (sour) 
16  to  20  feet;  Peach  16  to  20  feet;  Plum  15  to 
20  feet.

Naturally  it  limbs  close  to  the  ground  and  because  of  this 
fact  and  its  dense  limb  growth  it  makes  a  wonderful  windbreak 
tree.  For  windbreak  purposes  no  other  tree  can  be  found  that 
will  compare  with  it.

Boysenberry  is  the  sensational  new  berry.  It  was  introduced  in  1932  in 
California.  It  is  a  cross  between  the  California  Loganberry,  Raspberry,  and 
Blackberry.

Of  course  these  50  berries  would  have 
to  be  selected,  and  would  not  be  the  average.  We  would  say  that  75  to  85 
berries  would  be  average.

Whether  you  are  growing  berries  for  market  or  just  a  few  in  your  garden, 
it  will  pay  you  well  to  get  started  right  now.  A  dozen  plants  will  be  plenty 
for  home  use.  600  plants  will  set  an  acre,  set  8  ft.  by  8  ft. 

Growing  Suggestions 

The  BOYSENBERRY  is  a  vine.  It  should  be  set  8  ft.  apart  each  way. 
This  is  because  it  is  a  rank  grower.  In  this  way  you  can  cultivate  them  both 
ways  and  save  hoeing.  Set  the  plants  in  April  and  May,  and  let  them 

vine  on  the  ground  the  first  year.  In  the  fall  following  setting,  we  would 

suggest  a  little  manure  applied  around  each  plant.  In  the  spring,  they 
should  be  tied  up  to  wires,  just  like  grape  vines.  One-half  pound  of  Sulphate 
of  Ammonia  applied  to  each  plant  early  in  the  spring  will  cause  them  to 
produce  these  enormous  crops.  Good  cultivation  right  through  picking  season 
will  hold  moisture.
